RED CROSS TELLS ABOUT
ITS WORK IN NEAR EAST

Reports on War Activities in
Russia. Serbia and the
Balkan States

Following ita plan of jssuing to the Ameri.
ean peaple a serles of roports showing the
use made of the war fund, the war eounell
of the American Med Cross nuthoriges the
following statement on the work in Russia.
Siberia, the Balkans and the Near Fast:

“For rellef work In European Russian the

Red Cross has spent to date $2,807,919, OFf
this, 3631000 was for milk for the bables
of Petrograd, $68.676 for 125 motor ambu-
lancen, §384,163 for medioal and surglieal sup-
e, One hundred and twenty thouwsand dol-
lars was spent for the rellef of refugees in
Siberin and Switzerland, and for destitute
families of woldiers in Mussia. FOF the rellef
of 26,000 rallway enmloyves at the northern
terminus of the Murmansk Rallroad, 176,000
was appropriated.  For the rellef of returning
Russian prisoners, $1.511,233 was  sappro-
printed in July, with which sum several thou-
aRRd tons of food, drugs and soap were
purchased and forwarded by a ship which
has now reached Archangel. A Red Croms
party of thirteen commanded by Major C. T.
Willlangs, of Baltimore, accompunied
shipment,
“In Siberin §4,273,200 has boon expended
The greater part of this was for warm
winter clothing, for which there was Kroat
need among the refugees and the Crechie
Blovak troops. A hosplial of 250 beds for
the neccommodation of Caech wounded was
cquipped at a cost of $10,000 and $20,450
wan speat for the relief of refugees

“In Rumania, in the six montha between
September, 1917, and March, 1918, $2.676,269
wan expended. A little less than two million
and n half of this was for food, clothing and
medicnl supplige. One hundred thousund dol.
lars was for general relief wark, and $47.000
for administration expenses '

“For work In Serbla, $1,244,197 has been
appropristed.  Seeds and agricultural imple-
ments were provided, al s cost of $244.438%,
to ennbla the Serbs to eultivate what was eft
of thelr country, Four hundred twentv-nins
thousand five hundred and ninety-six dollars
was spent for food and clothing for refugees
scattered throukh Northern Greece—this fig-
ure Including about §76,000 for feod pur-
¢hased ut Bucharest in 1916, and $25,000 for
rellef of SBerb rvefugees In Siberia, Thirty
thousand one hundred and thirteen dollars
was appropriated for maintennnce of a hos-
pital at Vodena, and $485.608 for a dental
contingent 1o serve the Serblan army. Fifiy
thousand dollars wan also given to the Ser-
bian Red Crosa

“For Greece, §376,000 has been approprl-
ated, A commission to Gresce, which wiil ad-
minlster this sum, salled from Amerlea In
September, principally for rellef among the
fjreck |h'1|n|lul1r-ﬂ_ smong whom [» a great
deal of suffering, due to the mobilisation of
the army .

“An ngRregate of $3.000,000 wum cone
tributed to the American commitea for
Armenian and Syrian rellef, for their work in
Asia Minor, and In Palestine, the appropria-
tijons amount 1o §500.661. This is for rellef
and (ndustrisl service work among the
destitute Byrians, for the maintenance of a
general dispensary, children's clinle and hos-
pltal, and for two orphan asylume which have
been assigned the Red Cross by the British
authorities.  Much work Is also being done
in the camps of Armenlan refugecs it Port
Bald, Jaffa and elsewhere”

Phllndslphin has many soldiera in prison
camps In Germany, and, in nn &fort to help
the relatives of these nmen to brighten thetr
holiday with gifis, the Red Cross has made
the followling arrangements to dellver Chelst-
mas packages to the prison camps

Only pne package will be sent to each pris-
oner, and the preference will be given to the
package preparsd by the prisoner’s family.
Packages must not welgh more than eleven
pounds, and esach should bear the prisoner's
name, regiment, the name of the camp where
he s confined and the province of Germany
or Austria where the camp 8 situated

After the package has been wrapped (n
stout paper, it should be addressed “Ware.
house, Atlantic Divislon, American Red Cross,
20 East Fifteenth streel, New York Qlty, New
York.” The name and wddress of the sender,
with the wards “Christimas paekage for Amer-
lean Prisoner of War,” should be written In
the upper left-hand corner of the outer wrap-
per,

The pasgfinmes must be forwarded to New
York by express or parecel post prepald, In
time to reach the American Hed Cross before
Detober 15 No package will be asccopted
after that date. The packages will be for-
wurded frie of charge to prisoners
